mean that this country has changed 
lier policy 
toward the recently pro­ 
mised Japanese intervention in Sib e­ 
ria, it was stated officially today.

AN ISOLATED PEOPLE 


Instead of making a place in the sun for Germany, 
the military caste of that much-mistaken country has 
succeeded only in making a place in the streets for 
Germans. 
So says a writer in a brief newspaper com­ 
ment. 
W herever they turn, Germans find themselves 
looked upon as undesirable, lf not absolutely offensive, 
members of a society that ii- little by little excluding 
them from its intercourse. 
But ostracizing its people from the world’s good is 
not the worst thing that militarism has done for Ger­ 
many. 
It has robbed those people of the ability to think 
straight, to face facts and to understand them. 
History 
has been mistaught, the progress of civilization has been 
■wilfully 
misinterpreted, 
world 
movements 
misunder­ 
stood so long in Germany that her people have lost the 
power o( discrimination, of comprehension and of honest 
thinking. 
There may be still among the Germans a few whose 
Intellects are fighting for honest understanding and ex­ 
pression. 
But, as a whole, Germans have become sullen 
unbelievers in truth. They believe only what they want 
lo believe—or what their leaders want them to believe. 
And if they would, they cannot understand the thoughts 
and ideals and actions of other nations. 
That is an isolation of the most terrible kind that 
could come to a people. 
The policy which produced it 
is one of the greatest crimes lier rulers have committed 
against Germany. 


the sterling qualities of the American troops in 
France, and who have seen something of the 
splendid efforts which America is making to take 
an effective part in the war, both on sea and on 
land, resent very much all insinuations that our 
cousins over the w ater have not done, or are not 
doing, all that lies in their power to help the 
cause. 


“The United States can be very proud of the 
men she has sent over and of the good and 
strenuous work which they have done since they 
landed in Europe to find themselves amid sur­ 
roundings absolutely new to them. 
“The American army from the highest to the 
lowest, so far as I have been privileged to see it 
in France, leaves only one impression upon us, 
and this impression is of a wholly favorable 
kind." 
His praise*of our troops, the pessimist may reply, is 
no more than we expect, even in the midst of our gloom. 
Of course our men in the army and navy are all right. 
But what of the numbers we have sent over? 
And what 
of the vast system of preparation that lies back of them 
—the ships and airplanes and munitions, and all the rest 
of it? 
Continuing, Colonel Repington says: 
“ I hope no one in America believes the silly 
stories that we are disappointed with what Am er­ 
ica has done. 
W e knew, with very fa ir pre­ 
cision from our own experience, what could be 
expected from America in her first year of war. 
We knew it even better after the return from 
America of the Balfour mission; and their m ili­ 
tary forecast of what could be done has been 
almost exactly fulfilled in the event.” 
• 
This appreciation is no reason for smug content­ 
ment. 
Our allies will naturally expect more and more of us 
from now on. 
But it is reasuring to realize that we have 
not fallen short of their hopes. 
And now th at things 
are beginning to go better, there Is good reason for be­ 
lieving that by cheerful, energetic effort we may sur­ 
pass their expectations and fully realize our own. 


BOLSHEVIK GENEROSITY 


A representative of the Bolshevik government a n ­ 
nounces that, “ while an alliance with America is impos­ 
sible, Russia is willing to accept American assistance in 
the form of loans and arms.”
